Waahlngton, April 29.— At the close 
ot office houj s the navy department had 
received no official report of tbe bom 
taMment of MaUniat. 

The navy department has completely 
ceaaed its purchase of ships for con 
version into war vessels, owing to the 
exhaustion ot tbe $50,000,000 war fund 
It It ooalldently expectad that conKreas 
will come to the relief, as the depart 
ment ii still In need of auxiliary ves 
■ela. 

The news of the safe arrival at Llv 
•rpool of tbe bif American sailing ship 

Shenandoah was gladly rpc^ivrd at iho 
department. Consul lioylc ai Liveipoul 
forwanli 1 iufornuition. 

The Port iioyal drydock, accordln.i; 
to welcome ofBcial Informatioii, will be 
accessible to our warships, even the 
biggest of the fleet, should they uitPt 
with aci idrnl during the ranipaign. 
The report from tbe constructor in 
charge sbowa that the entrance to the 
dock Is now dredged and clear. 

The board of bureau chiefs met to 
begin the consideration of tho pla:i8 
for tbe three new battleships author- 
ized by tbe naval appropriation bill, 
and progressed so far that circulars will 
be sent out at once Inviting bids from 
the .sliii)ln!ilders. 

The vessels will be in tbe main very 
ilmllar to the battleship Illinois, now 
building at Newport Newa. Thejr will 
be of about 12.500 displacement, 75 feet 
beam, 23',2 ft'ft i" depth, 1(1 knots 
speed, will be covered with heavy ar- 
mor, and armed with 13-lnch and 6- 
Incb guns in addition to numeroiu lec- 
ondarr batteries. 

It can be stated authoritatively that 
there is no present prospect of a change 
in tbe head of the navigation bureau. 
The present efficient chief. Captain 
Crownlnshleld. though anxious to take 
his place in flic firhting line, has yield- 
ed bis persona] ambitions to the urgent 
demands of Secretary Long and the 
president and will remain at his post. 

▲ rather striking sign of tbe Immi- 
nence of the invasion of Cuba was con- 
tained in tiie chartering by the war de- 
partment of eight large steamers, of 
an averai^ capacity of about 2,000 tons, 
and cble to carry from 500 to 1,200 pas- 
sengers each. These are to be used as 
transports for the conveyance of tho 
first military expedition to Cuba. 

The French embassy baa received a 
cable dispatch from the fmrelgn office 
at Paris announcing that a decree of 
neutrality between the United States 
and Spain has been issued and that a 
detailed copy will be forwarded by 
malL 

The state department has also been 
informed that Mexico, Argentine re- 
public, Korea and Belgium have pro- 
claimed neutrality. Korea's neutrality 
is considered Important, owing to her 
proximity to the Phlllpplnei. 

Tbe state department has heard noth- 
ing from Germany, but this causes no 
apprehension, owing to tbe strong as- 
■arancea Oermany has given that she 
will observe strict neutrality between 
the two belligerents. This assurance 
was conveyed to Ambassador White, 
and is looked upon as practically equiv- 
alent to a forpnl dwltration of neu- 
trality. Oermany, Austria and Portu- 
gal are the last of the important Euro- 
pean nations to declare their attitude. 

The apprehension as to Portugal's 
eottrae was considerably removed by 
the call of Viscount de Santo-Thyrso, 
who gave strong assurances to tbe state 
depurtnieiii that Porutgal would re- 
main strictly neutral. The Portuguese 
minister expecta the official deolantlon 
almost hourly. 

Although Portugal explains her delay 
on the grounds that the declaration of 
war was not made until tbe 24th inst., 
yet ami Britain declared nentnllty 
with unuraal promptneas. 

The effect of Great Britain's ipeedy 

action was to force the I'nited States 
I. fleet to leave Hongkong, while the et- 
feet of Portugal's delay has been to 
permit the Spanish fleet to remain at 
the Cape Verde islands. 

Thus speedy action in the first case 
Waa harmful to American interests. 
WW* AtllVtd action in tbe second case 
wna equally harmful to American in- 
terwtg. 



Attention is now being centered on 
the course of Austria. Her delay in 
declaring neutrality causes no material 
inconvenience, as Auslria has no ports 
at which Spanish ships can take refuge 
but it discloses that Austria's strong 
tendencies are with Spain, owing to th« 
dynastic relations betweeh the thrones 
ot Anatria and 8|^n. 

Ordered to Taiiipn, 

Chlckamauga National Park, Ga..

Woodford May FlKlit. 

Washington, April 29.— Senator P att 
saw tbe president in behalf of Qeneral 
Stewart L. Woodford and Colonel Fred 
I). Grant, both of whom desire commis- 
sions in the volunteer army. The pres- 
ident is understodd to liave practically 
promised to give General Woodford a 
commission as major general and Colo- 
nel Grant a eommlsstoa as brigadier 
general.

Denver, April 29.— Two troops of the 
Ninth cavalry, from Fort Washakie, 
wliicti were delayed in Wyoming by the 
breaking down ot a wagon containing 
rations, arrived In Denver and departed 
immediately for the east over the Kan- 
sas Pacific railway. Orders have been 
received from Washington to rush 
these troops through wO Chlckamauga.

Indianapolis, April 29. — The eall 

upon the national guard by QOTersot 
Mount was intended to embrace the 
full strength of the command, which 
should number 48 companies, but 
which only embraced 42. 

This left six companies to be selected 
from the volunteer organizations, 
which have sprung up like mushrooms 
over tbe state, and Anderson, which 
until recently had one of the most 
famous drill corps in the state, Maj 
tinsville, Frankfort, Plymouth, Win 
namac, Tipton and the fauitnis Vln- 
cennes University cadets, find them- 
selves among the elect 

Tbe Winnamac company, however, 
only reported with 55 men, and had 
this been known sooner the company 
would have been rejected and a selec- 
tion made elsewhere, and it is probable 
that tbe company will be returned 
home. 

The reports show that within 3i 
hours after the orders were issued 
over 6,000 men were massed in the 
state fair grounds, many of the com- 
panies numerically exceeding their 
quota. When It comes to mustering 
the troops Into the repihir servict 
there will tie many rejections, besidei 
which there are quite a number who. 
from business reasons, find themselve: 
unable to go to the front. 

By the time the weeding out is com- 
pleted it is expected that the right 
number will remain, but if it stiould 
fall short there Is plenty frmn which 
to draw. The work of examining and 
muster may begin at any time, thf 
government having been notified thai 
tbe troops are in readiness for this 
work.

It 
belonged to General Thomaa Pletoher, 
who lepn'Hcnted bis district for sixteen 
years in Congress, and was, perhaps, the 
largaat land-owner in his section ot the 
State, owning at one time 7,000 acre^, 
aome of it the garden ppot of Kentucky 
The house was begun in the year ITS).") 
and occupied in 1801, and is said to have 
cost $30,000 besides the furniture which 
was brought from France and cost $7,000. 

The mansion originally had fifteen 
rooms besides the library that contained 
1,000 volumes worth ?.'>,(HX). 

General Fletcher was known as the 
hero of Fort Melge, having by hia gal- 
lantry saved tlie day there after the oom' 
mander had ordered a retreat. 

Amos Kendall, Jackaon'a private ad* 
viser and Postmaster General, was Gen- 
eral Fletcher's relative by marriage and 
his intimate acquaintance, and he often 
visited the famous mansion. 

John C. Calhoun, Henry Clay and 
other noted Senatora were idao hia viait- 

ors. 

The great Lafayette, with whom he 

served in the revolution was tlie attached 
friend of Fletcher and visited him, and 
the room that he occupied ia yet ahown. 

An ancestor of Fletcher had married a 
cousin of Lafayette's wife. 

General Pletoher died before he had 
attained the age of tliirty-eiglit years, 
anil bis tine estate was wrecked in pay- 
ing a security debt of one hundred thous- 
and dollars. 

His daughter, Margaret, married Wil- 
liam Washington, a nephew of General 
Washington, and is buried at Mt. Vernon. 

Miss Eugenia Washington, of Washing- 
ton, D. C, of the Daiii^'hters of the Revo- 
lution, is a daughter by this marriage. 

General Pletoher waa married twice 
and his eecond wife was the dangliter of 
John Washington Curtis, of Arlington 
Heights. 

Among the descendants of this eminent 
man are ex-Governor Matthews, of In- 
diana, formerly of this dty and Mrs. 
Belle Fletcher Jarvis, now a resident of 
this county, who are his great-grandchil- 
dren.

Washington, April 29. -The E'-n^ral 
debate on the war revenue bill closed 
after eight and one-half hours of 
■PMcboukking. The debat* lacked both 
■ptrit and lBt«r««t. The Democrat! 
continued their assaults on the bond 
feature and their advocacy of the in- 
come tax. The latter wan ridiculed as 
a eubatitute proposition by the Repub- 
licant. The aathoiity to borrow money 
yiaa dt fended by them as absolutely 
niccsbury. There la a difference cf 
opinion on the Democratic side as to 
whether the bill should be voted for 
upon Its final passage after the minor- 
ity amendments are voted down. 

Aateadmeats to Beveao* BUI. 

Washington, April X9.— The Repnb- 
Ueaa members of the ways and means 

committee held a meeting at which 60 
amendments to the war revenue bill 
were agreed to. One of these exempts 
mutnal and oo-operatlTe life Insurance 
companies from taxation. The tax on 
insurance companies is transferred 
from the policies to the premiums. The 
tax on marine, inland and fire insur- 
aace policies li otMded to cover em- 
ployers' liability assoclaUons. UUe In- 
swaace companies, glass and all other 
q^lal insurance companies, of which 
flBSny classes have grown up in the past 
fsw years. Railroad telegraphic mes- 
•ages and all other leased wire mes- 
sages are exempted by an amendment 
limiting the tax to messages "on which 
the companies' charges are to be paid 
or to be collected." The tax on chew- 
ing gum Is reduced from 1 cent on a 
S-oent package to % cent. The tax on 
beer is extended to Include Iieer 
"stored." The license of dealers In !• af 
tobacco is reduced from $24 to $12 on 
those whose sales do not exceed 910,000 
par anaam, and trom|48 to |24 oa deal- 
ers whose sales exceed that amount. 
The most important amendment was 
one which levied a tax of 1 cent upon 
all pay telephone messages costing be- 
low U scats. 

An Agrcrinrnt HcHrlirii. 

Washington, April -S*. The canferees 
of the two houses have reached an 
airsansBt on the naval appropriation 

hill. All the senate increases in the 
way of monitors and torpedo boats were 
adopted. These increases Include four 
monitors at |1,260,0UU and 16 instead of 
• IS torpedo>boat destroyers. All the 
other important additions made by the 
senate are retained. The language in 
regard to the enlistment of seamen was 
changed so as to provide for 1,000 more 
anriacs. 



CoulereuoeR Helil. 

Washington, April 29.— There have 
heen some conferences between the 
Republican and Democratic leaders on 
the question of the final vote upon the 
war revenue bill. If some of the Dem- 
ocrats should vote against the bill on 
Us final passage on account of the trand 
provision It Is feared that their action 
nflgbt be mlsundsrstood abroad, where 
it is importaat tku m wtm tmi be 
presented. 



Tribute to Ruivla. 

Washington, April 29.— President Mc- 
Kinley sent to congress a memorial on 
the claim against the nUlted States of 
Oustav Isak Dahlberg, a Russian sub- 
ject, master and principal owner of the 
Russian bark Hans, based on his 
wrongful and illegal arrest and impris- 
ment by officers of the United States 
district court for the Southern district 
of Mlsstsslppl. The president recom- 
mends an appropriation of f.^'i.OOO for 
reimbursement of the master and own- 
Sratorall losses and damages.

Into the creek they 
rode, but it was past fording, but by 
shouting and kicking and wiiipping they 
landad on tho other ride, boys, horses, 
wagon and Itraw all ritzbt, e.vcept that 
the wagon Vtd lower part of the straw 
was sooKshad some.
